return to his native home. Mr. Yang, 
in addition to being .a member of the 
state council, was one of Yuan Shi- 
kai’s secretaries and is president of 
tile 
Hankow 
Improvement 
commis­ 
sion. 
The revolutionists 
have 
been 
especially bitter in their denunciation 
of Yang Tu because of his identifica­ 
tion with the monarchial movement in 
its 
very 
beginning. 
Although 
less 
than 40 years old, Yang Tu has been 
one of the most successful business 
men in China. 
He made a large for­ 
tune in antimony mining in Hunan 
province, and has been prominent in 
politics for several years. 
Yank Tu’s 
letter of resignation to the president 
follows: 
“To the great president: 
A year 
has elapsed since I took the post of 
tlie state councillor. 
Though I have 
exerted myself to the uttermost in the 
discharge of my duties, yet nothing 
has so far been rendered to the coun­ 
try to benefit the general situation. 
Indeed affairs of this world are as un­ 
certain and changeable as the rolling 
waves of the wild sea. 
Clear and 
plain is this body of mine, like the 
moon in the zenith of the sky (for the 
sun can only be used to signify an em­ 
peror, or the head of a nation). 
Though possessed of the talent and 
ability of Bismark, one is bound to 
fail in trying to rule a country as 
tumultuous as Mexico. 
Words of dis­ 
approval 
in 
circulation are fearful 
and I am now in the same position as 
that of Chou Kung (a loyal duke of 
the Chou dynasty) and my intention 
of returning home is not weaker than 
that of Mencius (who longed to re­ 
tire to his native place after his trying 
and unproductive journey among the 
different states). 
It is therefore ear­ 
nestly requested that 
I 
immediately 
be relieved from my present post.”

If your horse shows difficulty in eat­ 
ing, or loses flesh without apparent 
cause, it is time to examine the teeth. 
Very often elongated teeth prevent a 
horse from properly masticating its 
food, thereby rendering it impossible 
to obtain much benefit from it. 
Ulcerated teeth also are a source 
of great trouble and prevent a horse 
from eating well. 
Sometimes broken 
teeth cut the sides of the horse’s 
mouth and form painful sores, which, 
of course, interfere with mastication. 
It is a good plan to examine the 
teeth of all horses two or three times 
a year, and in the case of broken 01 
elongated teeth treat them with a 
file. If the teeth of a valuable animal 
are badly affected it should be treated 
by a veterinary surgeon. 
A man living in an eastern state tells 
of a six-year-old Virginia mule which 
almost starved to death because of 
bad teeth. It was sold for a nominal 
price and the new owner, after hav­ 
ing the animal’s teeth treated, found 
that he had a mule that was capable 
of doing almost as much work as any 
other on the place.

We know how annoying it Is to be 
obliged to lay a horse off in the midst 
of spring’s work, on account of sore 
shoulders or sore neck. 
Do not forget that it is your own 
fault. 
Some men always make sore shoul­ 
ders, some never do. 
A good man is 
often seen in front of his horses, ad­ 
justing their collars and hames. Don’t 
let a horse work an hour in an ill- 
fitting collar. 
The greatest care is needed in the 
spring when work first starts, for the 
horse will shrink and the collar will 
soon be too large. 
A collar that is

The 
teeth should be examined from time 
to time in order to detect the presence 
of sharp points or other irregular­ 
ities, especially on the grinders. If a 
horse cannot masticate his food prop­ 
erly, loss of flesh and weakness is 
bound to result. It is a good plan to 
look at the teeth frequently.

Presence of Insects Is Found in Tu­ 
mors on Backs of Cattle— 
Plan for Removing.

Owners of cattle should be on the 
lookout for warbles on the backs of 
their animals this spring. 
Evidence of the presence of these 
flies is found in tumors or warbles 
on the backs of cattle. In the spring 
or early summer from these warbles 
drop grubs which burrow into the 
ground and after about a month 
emerge as flies. These flies lay their 
eggs on the legs of cattle, the cattle 
lick the eggs off, and after a time the 
warbles appear on the backs of the 
cattle. 
The grubs may be removed by pres­ 
sure around the warbles, and then 
crushed; or they may be destroyed by 
the injection of grease or oil into the 
openings of the tumors. 
In Europe from 20 to 40 drops of 
tincture of iodine is sometimes in­ 
jected to kill the grubs.

Everyone who has ever tend­ 
ed one of these furnaces knows that 
it is frequently impossible to make the 
hot air rise through certain pipes when 
the wind is blowing in the wrong di­ 
rection. A fan placed directly in front 
of the register will draw the hot air 
through the pipes and heat the room 
very quickly. The w’riter knows of a 
number of cases where the cold air 
intake pipe is so arranged that a fan 
may be placed inside, thus increasing 
the circulation of the furnace.—Popu­ 
lar Science Monthly.

group of warring nations.

His callers gained an impression that 
the president would entertain sugges­ 
tions that he extend his good offices 
to the belligerents to bring about peace 
only when the conditions he outlined 
were likely of fulfillment. 
Mr. Wilson pointed out to his callers 
that there are many elements in the 
situation in Europe, all of which must 
he taken into account in considera­ 
tion of peace proposals. 
While he is 
‘eager to see the conflict ended as soon 
as possible, the White House visitors 
were able to gather no impression that 
a move by the United States to bring 
it about is in immediate prospect at 
least. 
Representative Hensley, of Missou­ 
ri, discussed with Mr.

amendment to the naval bill, adopted 
by the nayal committee, authorizing 
the president to invite other nations 
to participate in a conference at the 
close of the war, with the object of 
setting up a court or oilier tribunal to

Hensley told the president that he be­ 
lieved this amendment made the naval 
bill an assurance to foreign nations 
hat the United States was arming for 
defense only, and not for any offen­ 
sive purposes, and that it was ready 
to enter into an agreement to settle4 
international disputes amicably. 
The president did not commit him­ 
self to the amendment, but Mr. Hen- 
dey gained the impression that lie 
was favorable to the general princi­ 
ples involved.

Failure to Produce Good-Sized Litters 
and Nourish Them Often Due 
to Lack of Milk. 


The business of the brood sow is to 
produce good-sized litters of healthy 
pigs and nourish them liberally until 
weaning time. 
In so far as she fails 
in this she fails in the purpose for 
which she is kept. 
The farm er who keeps a half dozen 
or a dozen sows for breeding purposes 
finds half of them, perhaps, capable 
cf fulfilling the 
m aternal 
function 
well, while the other half do it only in­ 
differently. 
Quite as often as not the 
difficulty is the lack of capacity to 
give milk enough for the litter, and 
the pigs are in a state of semi-star­ 
vation throughout the entire nursing 
period.

Pests Not Only Cause Annoyance to 
the Sheep Owner, but Decrease 
Price of Wool. 


Nothing is so trying to the sheep 
owner as burs. 
Be as careful as he 
will, these pests will spring up, caus­ 
ing not only annoyance, but often loss. 
A fleece infected with m atted burs al­ 
ways sells for less than clean wool. 
Thus, burs are a direct loss to every 
flock keeper. 
The remedy? Only one—rid the pas­ 
ture fields. 
That s another story, if 
there are many, but cultivated crops. 
a system of rotation, and constant use 
of the hoe will rid any farm of th 
serious weed pest.

Curious Tobacco Pipe Borer. 
Travelers among the Sioux Indians 
are very much impressed with the 
perfect smoothness of the bore in their 
pipestems. 
Popular 
Science 
says. 
W ithout the use of a tool of any kind 
It holds my note and the mine j they make a perfect bore in the twigs 
of ash trees which they use for musi­ 
cal instrum ents and for pipes. 
To 
accomplish this end they employ tho 
larva of a butterfly which inhabits the 
ash tree. 
The Indians remove the 
pitch for about three inches from the \ 
stick they wish to be bored. Into this 
cavity they place one of the larva of 
a brown butterfly, 
which 
gradually 
eats its wray down through the pith 
until the bore is completed. 
A little 
heat applied to the wood expedites 
the work of the larva. 
The Indians 
consider both the tube made in this

Kansas City, Mo., May 25.—As a 
warning to the unsophisticated who 
think they would relish a short vaca- J 
tion in the harvest fields, C. W. Green, 
general inspector in charge of the em -i 
ployment and distribution branch of 
the government immigration service, 
has compiled a list of requirements for 
harvest hands. Men must realize that 
labor in the harvest fields means hard 
work, according to Mr. Green, who 
hopes the warning will prevent certain 
individuals from going to the harvest 
fields who would not find “the com­ 
forts of home” and would return with 
uncomplimentary remarks about the 
wheat fields of the middle west. Some 
of Mr. Green’s harvest hand require­ 
ments are: 
1. 
Must be 
strong, 
robust, 
pos­ 
sessed of endurance. 
2. 
Accustomed to hard manual la­ 
bor under the direct rays of the sun; 
to certain privations, lack of certain I 
home comforts, to roughing it to a 
certain extent, such as sleeping in 
places other than a comfortable bed, 
which is not always available, to long] 
hours of labor, which are often nee 
essary. 
3. He must be ready and willing to 
take his chances as to weather. 
He 
should be provided 
with 
sufficient 
funds to tide him over any unavoid­ 
able delays in the harvest. He should 
keep himself posted as to the nearest 
point w’here reliable information con­ 
cerning the harvest may be obtained, 
in order to keep in close touch with 
the situation and take advantages of 
changes 
which 
may 
occur. 
He 
should, 
while 
working on one job, 
keep posted, through state or federal 
bureaus, as to w’here his services will 
be needed after the work be is en­ 
gaged in is finished. 
The wages paid during harvest are 
fairly good, when the fact that board 
is furnished in addition Is taken in­ 
to consideration. 
They range from 
$2 to $4 per day in normal times.

departm ent of agriculture will prove 
| of interest. 
I am giving herew ith ex­ 
tracts from the bulletin. 
The entire 
bulletin goes into the subject much 
more fully and copies will be sent to 
anyone who will apply to the Farm 
Bureau, Sedalia, Mo., for them. 
This survey was made last w inter 
and this spring and secures data on 
the latest tractors out. It covers about 
two hundred farm s in the coin belt 
of Illinois. 
No reports were included 
there coming from farm ers who held 
agencies or were financially interested 
in the business. 
The government calls special a tte n ­ 
tion to the fact that this is not the 
opinion of one man, but the opinion 
of about two hundred farm ers who 
are using tractors. 
The w riter also 
states that there is no desire to in­ 
fluence 
the 
farm er 
either 
for 
or 
against tractors, but merely the de­ 
sire to give him such information as 
would enable him to determ ine whe­ 
ther or not a tractor is suitable to 
his conditions. 
Advantages and Disadvantages of 
T ractor. 
The chief advantages of the tractor 
for farm work, in the opinion of the 
operators, are (I) its ability to do the 
heavy work and do it rapidly, thus 
covering the desired acreage within 
the proper season; (2) the saving of 
man labor and the consequent doing 
away with some hired help, and (3) 
the ability to plow' to a good depth, 
especially in hot weather. 
The chief disadvantages are diffi­ 
culties of efficient operation and the 
packing of the soil when damp. 
The purchase of a tractor seldom 
low'ers the actual cost of operating a 
farm, and its purchase m ust usually 
be justified by increased returns. 
One of the most im portant points in 
connection with the purchase 
of 
a 
tractor is to obtain one of suitable 
size for the farm on which it is to 
be used. 
In this connection experi­ 
enced tractor owners of Illinois make 
the following recom m endations: 
Size of Farm. 
For farm s of 200 crop acres or less, 
the three-plow tractor. 
For farm s of from 201 to 450 crop 
acres, the four-plow tractor, with the 
three-plowr outfit second choice. 
For farm s of from 451 to 750 crop 
acres, the four-plow tractor, with the 
five and eight-plow' outfits tied 
t < 


tor is 
a 
very 
reliable 
source 
power. 


The use of the tractor for custom 
w ork is usually an indication 
that 
the home farm is not large enough to 
utilize it economically. The doing of 
custom work with 
the 
tractor, 
on 
the whole, appears to be a question­ 
able practice, although nearly 45 per 
cent of m achines are used for such 
work to some extent. 
H orses Displaced. 
A tractor displaces on the average 
about one-fourth of the horses on the 
farm where it is used. 
On a large num ber of Illinois farm s 
brood m ares constituted 33 per cent 
of the work stock 
before 
the pur­ 
chase of the tractor. The use of the 
tractor Increased this proportion only 
3 per cent. 
Size of the T ractor. 
Experienced tractor owners do not 
consider even a two-plow outfit pro­ 
fitable on a farm 
of 
less than 140 
acres. The average size of farm on 
which two plow outfits are used in 
Illinois is 270 acres. 
The four-plow tracto r is most rec­ 
ommended by experienced owners. 
Both increases 
and 
decreases in 
the crop yields are reported from the 
use of the tractor, although favorable 
effects are more 
common 
than un­ 
favorable. 
However, 
increases 
are 
not sufficiently frequent to warrant a 
farm er placing much dependence on 
the tractor in this respect. 
There are a few' points in the bul­ 
letin that struck me as being espec­ 
ially worthy of consideration. 
There 
is their recommendation to consider 
onlv average results when thinking

A farm of 140 acres is the sm allest 
upon which the sm allest tractor in 
common use, the two-plow' outfit, may 
be expected to prove profitable. 
Medium priced tractors appear to 
have proven a profitable investm ent in 
a higher percentage of cases than any 
others. 
Life of Tractor. 
The life of tractors, as estim ated 
by their owmers, varies from six sea­ 
sons for the tw'o-plow' to ten and one- 
half seasons for the six-plow' outfits. 
The num ber of days a tractor is 
used each season varies from forty- 
nine for the two-plow to seventy for 
the six-plow machines. 
No definite figures on the repair 
charges for late model tractors can be 
given; it would not seem safe, how­ 
ever, to count upon less than 4 per 
cent of the first cost annually (this 
representing the average 
for 
farm 
m achinery in general). 
W o rk Done. 
U nder favorable conditions a 14-inch 
plow’ drawn by a tractor covers about 
three acres in an ordinary working 
day. 
Under favorable conditions large 
gang plows will cover less ground per 
day 
per 
plow' pulled than will the 
small ones. 
Two and one-half gallons of gasoline 
and one-fifth of a gallon of lubricating 
oil are ordinarily required in actual 
practice to plow one acre of ground 
seven inches deep. 
The size of the

horse-drawn plows. 
In 
Illinois 
the 
depth plowed by 
tractors averages 
about one and one-half inches great­ 
er than w here horses are used. 
Efficient operation is 
essential to 
success with a 
tractor, 
and profi­ 
ciency can usually be obtained more 
cheaply and easily by previous study 
and training than by experim enting 
with one’s own tractor.
